In fact, this was a night sur- 
prise and it must have minimized alike 
heir opportunities and the necessity 
for their assistance. The Anglo-Am- 
erican attack was launched at 2:30 
o'clock in the morning. In the dark- 
est hour of a quiet moonlight night 
20 miles of guns suddenly crashed 
:orth. 


Different Phases of Battle. 


Another phase of the battle com- 


menced at 4:30 and yet another phase 
when the first gray of dawn was filter- 
ng into the dulled sky, which present- 
ly fulfilled its threat of rain. 


The enemy artillery response was

Imposts on Transportation Are

Washington, D. C., Ort, S.—Revis- 


ion of three important sections of the 
war revenue bill—those taxing bever- 
ages, tobacco and transportation— 
virtually was completed today by the 
senate finance committee. Later the 
committee began work on the amuse- 
ment admission provision.

27. he observ- 
ed four wounded men crriwllni? from 
shell holo to shell hole. With two men 
from his platoon, ho went through 
the barrage and brought thi-m in. 


One was an officer of a British lank, 


•who had broken his leg in jumping 
from the machine, which was blown 
up. 


Another was an American non-com- 


missioned officer attached to an Am- 
erican tank corps, v.-ho had been se- 
verely burned in the same tank. The 
others were British privates. 


Upon hearing the story of the tank, 


Waaler started out through a terrific 
enemy barrage to reach the tank, al- 
though assured that all the others of 
the crew were undoubtedly dead. He 
did not think it wise to take any men 
from his platoon on his expedition, so 
he went alone. 


Upon reaching the tank, which to 


his comrades seemed an impossible 
feat in view of the heavy enemy fire, 
he discovered men alive in the tank, 
though badly burned. He penetrated 
the flames, which set fire to Ma coat. 
He rescued two men still living and 
also brought out one dead man and 
brought all three back to the Ameri- 
can lines, as shells crashed around 
him. 


Two days later 
Waaler 
brought 


down an enemy aircraft with a ma- 
chine gun in the same sector. He was 
recommended for the officers' train- 
ing corps but because he is not yet 
an American citizen, he was not eli- 
gible.

Earl* Elmore, \vho 
is in the Field artillery, stating that 
he had been wounded in recent ac- 
tion and was convalescing in a hos- 
pital. The Interesting letter follows: 


"Somewhere In Prance," 


Sept. 13, 191S. 


My Dear Mother: 


Well, a lot has happened since 1 


last wrote you, but I did not expect to 
be writing you from this place. I ha\ e 
been wounded and am in "the hospital, 
but don't worry; I'm 
not In bad 


shape. 


We arrived at the front a few days 


before the attack and, 
believe me, 


mother mine, it was a wonderful little 
scrap. Our battery position was right 
out in the open and up to a. few hours 
before the attack the front was pretty 
quiet. It rained for five days and I 
never saw such mud in my lite. We 
had a good dugout, but It was damp 
and muddy and we had to bring our 
meals up at night, so we ate at 9 p. m. 
and 4 a. m. A few hours be!< • the 
attack the battalion commam 
sent 


for me and gave me a little jolj to do 
It was just thia—I was to take a few 
men and so over the top just behind 
the infantry and find roads to bring 
our artillery up, etc. Sort of a mean 
job, but all >I asked was a couple of 
questions and.then started my prep- 
arations. 


I left before daylight and waited a 


few hundred yards behind the infan- 
try and when they started forward I, 
did too. Of * course, there were no 
r'oads, but I had to find a place for the 
engineers to make them. 


A battle just before dawn, mother, 


is a beautiful sight. All colored rock- 
ets going up in the air, some bursting 
ike fireworks, the jguns flashing and 
the shells bursting everywhere throw- 
ng up great sparks into the air. 


Well, I and my four men picked 


our way about as far as the German 
ines and were advancing on 
open 


ground toward, a little patch of woods. 


had my men spread out "The in- 


fantry had gotten behind the patch 
of wot>ds, so I thought it was O. K., 
•»ut I 
suddenly fell with a bullet 


:hrbugh my leg. I turned in time to 
see the man just 
behind 
me hi 


through the heart." It'seemed that th 
nfantry had left a few German snip 
ers in the woods and whoever he was 
L'H give him credit for being a goo 
shot. My other man crawled to m 
and I told them to carry out my pre 
vious Instructions and I crawled int 
a shell hole. How long 1 was there 
don't know, but every time I stuck m 
head over the top there would be : 
zip, zip and the dirt would fly up 
around me. Then a few shells landec 
a few yards away. Finally, I crawle 
as fast as I* could to another shel 
lole and 
so on back to a. trench 


There a man half carried me to a. 
ittle dressing: station, and from there 
'our German prisoners carried me on 
L stretched back to an ambulance 
which took me to'a big hospital, when 


am now. It is very catnfortable 


nurses, real beds and sheets, and the 
meals are the best I have had since I 
eft Paris. As for my leg. it is prettj 
ore, but I'll come along O. K. The 
ullet went right through it, just 
missing the bone, but it'« worth it 
when you hear that the attack was a

The stronger and more vigor- I 
ous seem to be more subject to in- j 
fection than the weaker; but this is 
probably because they are more out of 
doors and in__places where the germ 
is more likely to be abundant.

Very probably, the Infection, resur- 


rected In Europe, and after sweeping 
the 
war 
torn and countries, now 


has appeared In the United Statps has 
a very ancient history, taking it back 
to the day of Hippocrates and Livius 
more than four hundred years before 
Christ. 


The best means of treatment of In- 


fluence cases were communicated to 
the country a few dajs ago by Surgeon 
General Blue through the Associated 
Press. Now General Blue has issued 
ja leaflet which tells something about 
the etrange malady- 


"It seems probable that in 1918. as' 


in 1890-90, the earliest appearance was 
in eastern Europe, it says." By April 
cases were occurring on the western 
front. 
In Spain, according to reports, 


30 per cent ot the population were at- 
tacked in Maj. 
The 1S89 epidemic, 


starting in northern Europe, also fell 
heavily on Spain; the present ruler, 
then three years old. being one of the 
first attacked in Madrid. The King of 
Spain is said also to have been at- 
tacked in the present epidemic. .The 
epidemic of 1918 was at its height in 
Germany In June and July. It has ap- 
peared in practically every section of 
Europe. In England the epidemic pre- 
vailed in May, June, and July. 


"Outbreaks have been reported from 


various sections of the United States, 
but the spread has been by no means 
so rapid as in 1889, when the dis- 
ease occurred in America almost simul- 
taneously with its appearance in west- 
ern Europe. 


"•The symptoms in the present pan- 


demic have been an acute onset, aften 
very sudden, with bodily weakness and 
pains in the hetd, eyes, back, and else- 
where in the body. Vomiting may be 
a symptom, of onset and dizziness of 
frequent- 
Chilly sensations are usual, 


and the temperature is from 100 to 
104 degrees, the pulse remaining c3m- 
paratively low. 
Sweating is not in- 


frequent. 
The appetite is lost, and 


prostration is »uaikc<3. Constipation is 
the rule. Drowsiness and photophobia 
are common. The fever usually lasts 
from three to five days; but relapses 
are not Uncommon, and complications, 
particularly 
pulmonary, are to be 


feared. The death rate> is usually given 
as extremely low; but in the latter 
periods of an outbreak an increased 
number of deaths, presumably due to 
complications, has been reported in 
Spain and in the United States. Be- 
sides bronchitis and pneumonia, in- 
flammation of the middle ear and 
cardiac weakness may follow the dis- 
ease. 


"The short course of the fever (al- 


ways less than seven days) In uncom- 
plica'ed influenza is an aid in diag- 
nosis. 
All ages are attacked, young, 


active adults being especially suscep- 
tible. In Germany there has been such 
a preponderance or cases among the 
young that it is supposed that the 1SS9 
epidemic conferred an immunity on 
most of those at present over 30 years 
of ago. 
This has not been observed 


elsewhere."
